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DETAILED ACTION 

Claims 1-5 are pending in this application. 

Election/Restrictions 
1. Restriction to one of the following inventions is required under 35 U.S. C. 121: 

I. Claim 1, is directed to a compound of the formula 1, depicted in claiml, classified 
in class 540, 544 and several sub-classes. 

II. Claim 2, are directed to a method of preparing compounds of the formula 5, 
depicted in claim 2, classified in class 540, 544 and several sub-classes. 

III. Claims 3-5, are directed to compounds classified in class 546 and several sub- 
classes. 

Rationale Establishing Patentable Distinctiveness Within Each Group 
Each Group listed above is directed to or involves the use of compounds which are 
recognized in the art as being distinct from one another because of their diverse chemical 
structure, their different chemical properties, modes of action, different effects and reactive 
conditions (MPEP 806.04, MPEP 808.01). Additionally, the level of skill in the art is not such 
that one invention would be obvious over the other invention (Group), i.e. they are patentable 
over each other. Chemical structures, which are similar, are presumed to function similarly, 
whereas chemical structures that are not similar are not presumed to function similarly. The 
presumption even for similar chemical structures though is not irrebuttable, but may be 
overcome by scientific reasoning or evidence showing that the structure of the prior art would 
not have bee expected to function as the structure of the claimed invention. Note that in 
accordance with the holding of Application of Papesch , 50 CCPA 1084, 315 F.2d 381, 137 
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USPQ 43 (CCPA 1963) and In re Lalu , 223 USPQ 1257 (Fed. Cir. 1984), chemical structures are 
patentably distinct where the structures are either not structurally similar, or the prior art fails to 
suggest a function of a claimed compound would have been expected from a similar structure. 
The above groups represent general areas wherein the inventions are independent and 
distinct, each from the other because of the following reasons: 
Inventions I - III are unrelated. 

Invention Group II, is directed to a process of preparing compounds of Formula depicted 
in claim 2, while Groups I and II are directed to distinct compounds. The compounds of Formula 
2 are of different scope compared to compounds of Invention Group I and Invention Group HI. 

Invention Groups I and III are directed to distinct chemical compounds that have 
different chemical structures. Invention Group III is directed to pyridine compounds while Group 
I is directed to a piprazine compounds. 

A telephone call was made to request an oral election to the above restriction 
requirement, but did not result in an election being made.
